PAWNEE CITY, Neb., May 29.— 
Early this morning J. A. McVittie, a 
farmer near Pawnee City, was shot 
and killed by Jim Fielder, a farmhand. 
Fielder then killed Mrs. McVittie and 
two children and shot and’ fatally 


wounded a third girl. 

He captured Mary McVittie. an 18- 
year-old girl, and forced her to ac- 
company him in an effort to escape. 

When overtaken by Sheriff Fuller, 
Fielder shot the officer three times, fa- 
tally wounding him, and then, seeing 
that escape was impossible, killed him- 
self. 

Fielder has been paying attention 
to Mary McVittie and because of the 
objections of the family to this mar- 
riage committed the murders. At 
daylight this mrning when Mc- 
Vittie came from the house on his 
Way to the barn, Fielder waylaid 
him and killed him with a single shot 
from his pistol. Fielder then entered 
the house and murdered Mré. McVit- 
tie as she stood in the kitchen. 

Kilis Children in Bed. 

Afterwards he ‘went Into the bed- 
room and shot and killed the two 
younger children, and tatally wound- 
ed a third one. The murderer then 
forced Mary McVittie, the 18-year-old 
girl to accompany him in an effort at 
escape. 

She did so, but managed in the early 
@aylight to give Fielder the slip. The 


neighbors were aroused by the girl and:

Fielder stood at a window and in the 
presence of the besiegers deliberately 
fired his last shot through his own brain.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—At least 
three perished in a fire that destroyed 
the Chutes, San Francisco's largest 
amusement resort, shortly after 1 o’clock 
this morning. 

Three bodies have been recovered 
from the ruins and firemen are search- 
ing for bodies of others still unaccount- 
ed for. 

Before the firemen arrived Della Al- 
vieo, a 18-year-old girl, and John Feist, 
jumped from a second-story window. 
Both were dangerously injured. Wil- 


liam Williams, an employe of the resort, 
unable to prevent Miss Alviso from 
jumping, attempted to catch her as she 
fell and suffered from a broken arm. 
Woman Saved Two. 

Mrs. Ida McFarland, who was sleeping 
in a room with two other women in 
the lodging house, awoke to find her 
companions hysterical and unable to 
move. She dragged them to a window 
ledge and held them unti] the firemen 
arrived with ladders. 

John Boettinger and another man 
whose name is not known, who were 
‘sleeping in the lodging house, are be- 
lieved to have perished. 

The theater of the Chutes, which was 
built of concrete, is the only bullding 
with:n the resort saved. The loss is 
estimated at $250,000. 

The power house of the United Rail- 
ways, containing machinery valued -.t a 
million dollars, was saved by the ef- 
forts of Thornwell Mullaly, assistant to 
of the cempany. Mulaly 
rushed to the scene in a taxicab, roused 
a band of employes of the company and 
extinguished the flames that had at- 
tacked the power house in a dozen 
places. 

The destruction of the power house

\Big Baking Companies Will 
Not Increase Size of Loaf — 
as ee om a 


Notwithstanding Fact That Flour 
Is Cheaper Panic Prices Will 
Still Be Charged. 


PROFITS ARE ENORMOUS 


Fifteen-Ounce Loaf, Introduced 
When Wheat Was Soaring, Is 
Now Standard. 


Large St. Louis bakeries, controlling 
rnost of the city’s bread supply, do not 
intend to enlarge the 5-cent loaves, 
whether members of the Missouri! Mas- 
ter Bakers’ Association, representing 
the smaller shops, do so or not. 

‘Instead, they will continue to charge 
@ nickel for a 14 or 16 ounce loaf, the 
weight which was adopted seven years 
ago, and which has not been changed 
since. Many of the loaves are nearer 
14 ounces in weight than 15. 

Officials of the St. Louis bakeries con- 
trolled by the American Bakery Co., 
which supplies most of the bread sold 
in St. Louis, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that they had no intention of 
reducing prices by enlarging the loaf. 

Promised at Convention, 

At the closing session of the Master 
Bakers’ convention at the Southern Ho- 
tel Wednesday afternoon, the announce- 
ment regarding the:larger loaf was 
made by A. C. Junge of Joplin, retiring 
president of the association. ‘‘We will 
make the Ibaf heavier and longer,’’ he 
said. ‘“We will give the public the bene- 
fit of our.improved machinery, and will 
furnish such good value that housewes 
will find it unprofitable to bake their 
own bread.’”’ 

Until 1904, when the price of wheat 
soared upward, St. Louis bakers put 16 
ounces into a loaf of bread. Wheat 
prices in that year reached $1.20 a bushel 
and flour rose correspondingly. The 
bakers @hen reduced their loaves, ac- 
cording to quality, to 14 and 15 ounce 
sizes, and those sizes have prevailed 
since. 

There was another high price era in 
the wheat market in 190, and this 
served as a reason for the prolonging 
of short weight in bread until the pres- 
ent time. 


Wheat Now Cheap. 
That there will be no return of high 


prices for wheat and flour in the next 
two years is generally admitted. “ The 
crops of last year and the year before 
throughout the world were record- 
breakers. Wheat sold for 86% cents a 
bushel last week. 

In 1909 it sold for $1.66 a bushel, 
in 1910 for $1.36. 

Flour was $6.60 a barrel to the trade in 
1909. t. Louis bakeries say they now 
pay $4.50 to $5 for the grade of flour 
they use. But there is no Genital that 
the price is lower than it was two 
years ago. 

The seven large St. Louis bakeries 
controlled by the American Bakery Co. 
are the establishments of the A. A. Con- 
don, Freund Bros., Hauck-Hoerr, Heydt, 
Home, St. Louis and Welle-Boettler com. 
panies. 


Average Is 15 Ounces. 
A fair average weight of the loaves 


now sold is 15 ounces to the loaf. The 
barrel of flour will produce about 320 
loaves of bread. At 5 cents a loaf thesef 
will retail for $16. 

Fred Freund, treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Bakery Co., and a member of the 
Missouri Master Bakers’ Association, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
company was not planning to increase 
the size of its loaves. Freund said the 
master bakers had no control] over the 
American Baking Co. Price and size of 
loaves, he said, were questions that 
could not properly be considered by the 
master bakers. 

Freund was seen at the office of the 
American Bakery Co., 901 Liggett Build- | 
ing, in the presence of Vice-Preisdent 
J. B. Heydt and A. F. Welle, manager 
of the Welle-Boettler branch. Both 
agreed with him that no change in size 
of loaves was in contemplation, 

Heydt declared that there was no re- 
cent improvement in machinery that 
would make a larger loaf feasible. 
Heydt and Freund declared a 15-ounce 
loaf was now being served, made of 
the very best flour obtainable. These 
loaves, they said, weighed 18 ounces in 
the dough, and represented all the baker 
could afford to give under present price 
conditions. They called attention to the 
20-ounce rye loaf, sold for 6 cents, even 
though rye flour is higher than. wheat 
flour. Rye flour costs $6 a barrel, they 
said. 

The bakery officials were asked why 
the public could not receive the benefit 
of the great reduction in wheat anu 
flour prices which have occurred in the 
past few years, but they would not go 
into detailed discussion of this subject. 

By another season, he said, if the 
present low prices of the bakers’ raw 
material continued, a larger loaf would 
probably be given. McKinney also said 
that $4 a barrel was far too low an esti- 
mate of the present cost of flour used 
by the large bakeries in making their 
best grade of bread.

NEW YORK, May 29.—The New York World «this morning 
gives p:ominence to an article in which it charges that the panic 
of 1507, under the administration of President Roosevelt, was 
used and manipulated by the Steel Trust to enable it to grab the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., the absorption of which now is the 


basis of congressional inquiry. 


The article follows: 


Mr. Roosevelt’s panic of 1907, which threw a million bread- 
winners out of employment, caused hunger and misery through- 
out the land, closed hundreds of banks and thousands of fac- 
tories, injured the credit of the United States abroad and increased 
the cost of living at home, was accelerated by George F. Perkins, 


then one of the partners of J. P. 
billion dollar Steel Trust might 


Iron Co. 

John W. Gates in his testimony be- 
fore the Stanley Committee, on Satur- 
day, bared some of the secrets of that 
deal. The World now presents some 


further facts which render imperative 
a full and searching investigation into 
all the details of the panic of 1007 
and Mr. Roosevelt’s promise of immun- 
ity to Mr. Morgan and those associated 
with him in what was characterized as 
an open violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

How the Panic of 1907 Started. 

The trouble started in the middie of 
October, 197, with a terrific attack on 
the F. Augustus Heinze stocks and led 
to the downfall of the “Copper King,”’ 
to the suspension of his _ brother's 
brokerage firm (Otto C. Heinze & Co.) 
and of his Butte (Montana) savihgs 
bank, and to his resignation on Oct. 17 
from the presideficy of the Mercantile 
National Bank. The Clearing House 
committee, which had begun an exami- 
ration of the affairs of the Mercantile 
National Bank, discovered that its sur- 
y'r1s of $5,000,000 had been impaired by 
2» $2,000,000 loan to Heinze on unmarket- 
able security. The investigation of the 
Clearing House committee extended to 
all the other banks with which Heinze 
was connected and to the financiers who 
had been moré or less connected with 
him in his institutions. Among the lat- 
ter were Charles W. Morse, E. R. 
Thomas and O. F. Thomas, all of whem 
~—the coincidence is worth noting—had 
long been thorns in the sides of what 
is known in Wall street as the Clearing 
House crowd, which, dominated by 
J. P. Morgan, is really the money 
trust. 

On Saturday, Oct. 19, the Clearing 
House Committee announced that F. 
Augustus Heinze had been dropped from 
the Mercantile National Bank and other 
banks of which he was director and de- 
manded that Charles W. Morse also 
sever all connections with all financial 
institutions in New York City or else- 
where and a similar business ‘excom-' 
munication was pronounced against the 
Thomases. 

Refused to Clear for Knickerbocker. 

Monday morning, however, brought 
the announcement that the Clearing 
House would stand back of all the 
banks, now that Charles W. Morse, tue 
Thomases and Heinze and their meth- 
ods had t27en eliminated. The market 
rallied at once, some stocks advancing 
from § to 7 points, the single exception 
being a raid on Morse’s Consolidated 
Steamship Lines. The general outlook 
was brighter and it seemed as though 
the threatened danger of panic had 
been averted, when suddenly, on Mon- 
day afternoon, Oct. 21, came the an- 
nouncement that the National Bank of 
Commerce refused to. clear any longer 
for the Knickerbocker Trust Co., the 
avowed reason being the connection of 
Charles T. Barney, its president, with 
‘some of the Morse companies, 

The real reason, however, was V. P. 
Snyder, the president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, had had his orders 
from Mr. Morgan, whose bitter enmity 
Mr. Barney had incurred. The trouble 
between the two financiers had arisen 
over & personal matter and Mr. Mor- 
gan's great wealth had been unable to 
turn the tide against his younger rival. 

When it had been reported to Morgan 
that a large amount of Barney paper 
had been found in the Mercantile Na- 
* thonal Bank, he realized that his oppor- 
tunity for revenge had come. The 
Clearing House Committee had called 
on Barney to take up his loans, but 
the president of the Knickerbocker had 
left town hurriedly and gone to the Adi- 
rondacks. Then, within a few hours, a 
number cf large accounts of $100,000 or 
more, controlled by Morgan and the. 
clearing. house, had been withdrawn 
from the Knickerbocker, these with- 
drawals aggregating nearly $8,000,000 by 
Saturday afternoon. 

When this had been reported to Bar- 
ney he went to see Morgan and after 
his interview with the head of the 
Money Trust he told Mr. Allen, the 
vice-president of the Knickerbocker, 
that nothing could be done.

He told 
them that the Clearing House Commit- 
tee wanted to see them and they went 
into the clearing house, where they were 
kept talking over matters for some time 
until after banking hours, .As they were 
coming out of the clearing housé they 
again met Snyder, who was bringing 
with him the official notifications of 
the clearing house members from. the 
National Bank of Commerce that it 
would no longer clear for the Knicker- 
bockér. 

Allen begged Snyder not to take this 
action, which meant closing the trust 
company, and under the circumstances 
could not fail to cause great uneasiness. 
Snyder said that he was very sorry, 
but that he “had had his orders,’ and 
that there was nothing for him to @do 
but to comply. It was well understood 
that the orders had been given by Mor- 
gan. 

Allen and Hollins then returned to the 
} Knickerbocker, where a meeting of di-

$10,000,000 of cash in its vaults. Many 
of the directors were inclined to this 
view and Justice Gerard was sent to 
confer on their behalf with Perkins 
and Steele in the room upstairs. 

Perkins declared that the Knicker- 
bocker must open or else there would 
be a panic, which he stated he was par- 
ticularly anxious to avoid. Justice Ge- 
rard wanted a definite promise of sup- 
port from Morgan and the clearing 
house,.of whose commission Mr. Per- 
kins was a member, out this promise 
Mr. Perkins would not give and Justice 
Gérard returned to his fellow directors. 

Finally, the directors, led by Hollins, 
almost unanimously decided to open the 
next day. 

Save Their Own Money. 


This was just what the Morgan inter- 
ests wanted, and a number of the 
financiers who were present and even 
some of the directors of the Knicker- 
bocker, saved what money they and 
their friends Had in the doomed trust 
company by depositing checks. in the 
Night and Day Bank, which were sent 
to the Clearing-house the next morning 
at 10 o'clock and had to be honoréd by 
the’ National Bank of Commerce, under 
the 24-hour Clearing-house rule. 

The next*day, Tuesday, Oct. 22, there 
was a run on the Knickerbocker Trust 
Co, As soon asthe National Bank of 
Commerce had met its Clearing-house 
obligations, it sent over the balance of 
the funds that. it had belonged gto the 
trust compahy, but this money, added 
to what wag in the vaults, only lasted 
a couple of hours, and virtually every 
dollar of cash had been withdrawn when 
the Knickerbocker closed its doors at 1 
p. m. 

It was authoritatively announced that 
no aid would be extended to the Knick- 
erbocker, as “Mr. Morgan did not care 
to assume the responsibility of previous 
poor management.” 

The Stock Exchange was panicky all 
Tuesday and the wildest rumors were 
current. The Westinghouge Electric Co.

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ton to give whatever aid was needed; 
and if the clearing house had stcod 
back of the Knickerbocker Trust the 
fast developing panic would have been 
stayed. 

But Mr. Perkins, who besides being a 
partner of J. P. Morgan & Co., and a 
member of the clearing house commit- 
tee, was chairman on the Finance Com- 
mittee on the United States Steel Cor- 
roration, determined to take advantage 
of the strained conditions to secure 
control of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Cv. and thus complete the Steel Trust’s 
monopoly of high-grade iron ore. 

This was of the utmost importance 
to Morgan and the Money Trust, whose 
power is in great part derived from 
their control of the gemi-manufactured 
products of the country, such as steel, 
which places the manufacturing and 
railroad interests at their mer¢y. 

Moore & Schley, brokers, who had 
acted as syndicate managers for the 
group of capitalists controlling the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co., were vicious- 
ly attacked. All the Morgan and clear- 
ing house banks carrying their loans 
with T. C, & I. as collateral pressed 
them mercilessly, actually calling some 
$7,000,000 of loans within 72 hours.,Noth- 
ing would satisfy the banks but the. sub-. 
stitution of United States Steel bonds 
for T. C. & I... securities. 

Trust Company Involved. 

The stock of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Co. was believed to be located in 
the Trust Company of America, thé 
third largest institution of its kind in 
the country, whose president, Oakleigh 
Thorne, was a director of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron. As a matter of fact the 
Trust Company of America did not own 
any of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
stock and ‘only had $482,700 loans out- 
standing on Tennessee Coal and Iron 
stock at collateral at 60. 

The same afternoon, Tuesday, Oct. 
22, Mr. Davidson of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. called Mr. Thorne, and with 
Mr. Perkins asked about the condition 
of the trust company. He at once 
gave them an exact statement of its 
assets. They agreed that the posi- 
tion of the company was absolutely 
sound and promised that J. P. Morgan 
& Co. and the clearing house banks 
would stand behind it in case any 
necessity for support should arise. 

That same night Mr. Cortelyou ar- 
rived from Washington and went to 
the Manhattan, where he had a con- 
ference with J, P. Morgan, George W. 
Perkins, James Stillman, George F. 
Baker, A. B, Hepburn, Frank A. Van- 
derlip, James G. Cannon and State 
Comptroller Martin Glynn. These 
financiers obtained from him the 
promise that he would place the re- 
sources of the United States Treasury 
at their disposal, which he did 24 
hours later by depositing $25,000,009 
of United States Government cash 
with five national banks controlled by 
Morgan and Rockefeller, with the 
understanding that the monéy was to 
be used under the direction of Mr. 
Morgan and his associates. 

Mr. Perkins lingered behind after the 
other conferees who had met the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury had retired, and 
then he prepared a statement or gave 
cut a statement already prepared, which 
was published the following morning in 
the New York Times and was as fol- 
lows:

Company of America. The conferees | 


feel that the Situation there is such that 
the company is sound. Provision has 
been made to supply all the cash need- 
e4 this morning. The conferees feel 
sure the company will be able to pull 
through. The company has $12,000,000 
cash and as much more as is needed 
has been pledged for the purpose. 

“It is safe to assume that J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. will be leaders in this move- 
ment to furnish funds. A committee 
has been named, including a representa- 


| tive of Morgan & Co. and others to look 


into the accounts of the Trust Com- 
pany of America, with the idea of defi- 
nitely determining its position. The 
guarantees of cash made’ last night are 
upon the Trust Company of America, 
for the purpose of meeting any demands 
pending the completion of this exam- 
ination.”’ 

Copies of this statement were handed 
by Mr. Perkins to Mr. Phillips of the 
New York Times and to representatives 
of the Associated Press, the World, the 
American, the Herald and other New 
York dailies. 

Statement Is Discredited. 

When the statement was taken to the 
offices of the Associated Press it was 
given to the general manager, Melville 
E. Stone, who, despite the fact that it 
came from Mr. Perkins, felt that the 
statement was so injudicious that it 
was not sent out. It was not carried 
by the Associated Press. 

The night editor of the World refused 
to allow the statement to be published, 
as not a word had been said so far 
about the Trust Company of America, 
and the statement was bound to precipi- 
tute @ run on that Institution and great- 
ly aggravate the state of affairs. The 
World stated: 

“Representatives of the Trust Com- 
pany of America made a frank and con- 
vineing statement of its condition before 
the gentlemen in the club conference 
and satisfied them of {ts absolute sol- 
venoy.” 

The immediate result of the publica- 
tion of the Perkins statement, as was 
to be expected, was a run on the Trust 
Company of America, but as the Inves- 
tigating Committee found. that Mr. 
Thorne’s assets were exactly as he had 
stated in private to Morgan's partners 
and that . institution was in a thor- 
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oughly sound condition, support was 
furnished and it was able to pay all de- 
mands made upon it, 

Still the panic spread. The next day 
there were runs on the Lincoln Trust 
Co., the Harlem Savings Bank, the Em- 
pire Savings Bank, the Dollar Bank, 
the Twelfth Ward Bank, the Hamilton 
Tank and the Fifth Avenue Trust~Co. 
The Twelfth Ward and Hamilton banks 
suspended payment. 

Conditions on the Stock Exchange 
Selling orders came 
from every side. The only stock that 
got any support at all was Steel com- 
mon. Morgan sent orders to take all 
offered at 22, and it was stated that if 
necessary the house of Morgan would 
take the entire common stock: of Steel 
at that figure. 

Worse than all, there was no money 
and without money the Stock Exchange 
cannot do business. Call money opened 
at 100 per cent, then soared to 200 per 
cent. One broker offered 1000 per cent 
for money to tide over 24 hours, but not 
@ dollar was obtainable. Gilt-edge se- 
curitiés were useless; bankers would 
not loan on them at any discount. 

Morgan Dazed by Perkins’ Act, 

Then R. H. Thomas and some of the 
members -of the Clearing House Com- 
mittee went to Morgan. It was 2:2. In 
a few short sentences the president of 
the; Stock Exchange laid, the situation 
befpre the head of the Money Trust, 
who was dazed by the extent of the 
penic Perkins had started. 

Immediate action was necessary. Mor- 
gan put out his whole strength to save 
the day. At 2:40 Thomas reappeared on 
the floor of the Exchange and an- 
nounced: “J. P. Morgan has agreed 
t- lend $25,000,000 to the houses of the 
Stock Exchange that need accommoda- 
tion. Call money at 20.” 

Just before 3 o’clock the $25,000,000 had 
been absorbed and Morgan sent over 
$2,000,000 more. Then word. came that 
John D. Rockefeller had deposited $1,- 
000,000 with the Union Trust Co. and 
that he had $5,000,000 ready to meet any 
further emergency. 

Friday, the 2th, the clearing house 
decided to issue certificates. The 61 
savings banks in Manhattan and the 
Bronx having total deposits of $1,052,663,- 
000, put the 60-day clause into effect: 
Morgan sent $10,000,000 to the Stock Ex- 
change at 10 per cent, but still the 
panic was unallayed. Eight more banks 
closed their doors. 

Certificates Are ‘Issued. 

Before the close of business on Satur- 
day private depositors had withdrawn 
more than $300,000,000 from New York 
banks and trust*companies and clearing 
house certificates were issued. On Mon- 
day all the other cities in the country 
followed New York’s example, and with- 
in a few days clearing house certifi- 


‘cates were issued throughout the United 


States. 

But Mr. Perkins had achieved his end. 
The Tennessee Coai and Iron Co. was 
absorbed. by the Steel Trust in open de- 
fiance of’ the Sherman Anti-Trust, but 
with immunity promised to the law- 
breakers by President Roosevelt, who, 
as he wrote to Attorney-General Bo- 
naparte, could not “afford to throw 
away the great influence of the great 
Morgan interests, which have been so 
friendly to us.’’ Ps 

Judge Gary and Mr. Frick went to 
Washington at the White House and 


saw President Roosevelt on Noy. 4 
The President immediately sent to At- 
torney-General Bonaparte a letter, writ. 
ten with a view to publication, and 
abounding in misrepresentations. As a 
result, the subservient head of the De- 
partment of Justice gave Mr. Roose- 
velt an oral opinion, that in view of 


the Supreme Court decision in the: 


Knight case, no sufficient grounds exist- 
ed for the prosecution of the Steel 
Trust, and this situation was not 
changed by the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co. 


Then Panic Stopped, 


And then Judge Gary and Mr. Frick 
had a further conference with the Pres- 
ident and jate that night, when it was 
over, they dalled up Mr. Morgan’s house 
on the long distance telephone éither 
from the White House or immediately 
on leaving it and assured Mr. Morgan 


‘| that the deal could be put through with- 


out the fear of prosecution by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Morgan, who was waiting with 
Perkins and the other financiers inter- 
ested hung up the receiver and the deal 
was put through on the spot. Deposits 
began to flow back to the Trust Com- 
pany of America, and—as Mr. Perkins 
afterward boasted—the panic was 
stopped.

Her Brilliant Work, With Clever 
Support, Auspiciously Begins 
New Season. 


AN EXCELLENT COMPANY 


Several Notably Good Principals 
and a Sweet-Voiced Chorus 
Presented.

N the Julian Edwards and Kirke La 

Shelle comic opera, ‘“‘Princess Chic,” 

which tells a tuneful tale of Old 
France in the picturesque days of Louis 
XI, Sophie Brandt and the new Delmar 
€ompany accomplished a very pleasing 
opening of the summer season at Del- 
mar Musical Theater last night. 

Miss Brandt sings like a lark, and the 
dual role of the name part and of 
young Capt. Henry, which falls to her 
playing, enables her to be both appealing- 
ly feminine and audaciously masculine, 
which has always been a winning com- 
bination jn comedy and in comic opera. 
First heard in this work on the regular 
winter stage several seasons ago, she 
is now in even better voice and she so 
utilizes her dramatic opportunities as to 
score a genuinely notable summer tri- 
umph. 

As a logical result of such a showing 
on Delmar’s opening night of the out- 
door season of 1911, Miss Brandt takes 
her place as one of the most pleasing 
stars yet numbered on the long list of 
Delmar successes. 

The new company revealed at least 
four notable factors for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of popular favor. 
The first of these was sweet Ann Tas- 
ker, retained from an earlier company, 
as clearvoiced, vivacious and pretty as 
ever, who was Cast as Estelle, daughter 
of Charles of Burgundy’s low comedy 
steward. The second was the new tenor, 
Charles Naughton, who sings and plays 
effectively as. Francois, Marquis of 
Claremont, the soldier-comrade of 
Charles and sweetheart of Estelle. The 
third was Lucille Saunders, whose richly 
mellow contralto in the part of Lor- 
raine, page to Princess Chic, achieved 
one of the biggest hits of the opening 
night. The fourth was the feminine 
contingent of the big chorus, which I 
venture to declare the most attractive, 
sweet-voiced and best-drilled in all Del- 
mar’s history. 

Mark Smith, as Charles of Burgundy, 
would have been more satisfying had he 
seen fit to play that strenuous and 
stormy role with the energy proper to 
its temperament, and this, also, would 
have intensified the dramatic appeal of 
the scenes between Charles and the 
Princess, who herself was well equipped 
with the daring hardihood necessary to 
the sentimental taming of a man who 
loved fighting far better than lovemak- 
ing. Mr. Smith’s voice, also, was not 
quite up to the standard of other prin- 
cipals of the cast, and was used with a 
solicitude that prevented its most ro- 
bust employment. 

The new company seems delightfully 
rich in comedy material. The two swash- 
tuckling soldiers of fortune played by 
Harry Lane and Harlan P. Briggs, were 
admirable in their ragged rascality and | 
sword-flashing insolence. The Chamber- 
fin, steward of Burgundy, played by J. 
I’. MacSweeney, was a diverting buffo 
creation, and the Pommard of Neil Mc- 
Neil’s playing, occupying a similar sta- 
tion in the retinue of the Prince Chic, 
possessed a sly humor of ‘genuinely 
ticklesome value. John Wheeler as 
Louis XI made the most of this saturn- 
ino king as a comic opera figure of 
curious incongruity. 

The masculine chorus is true of voice, 
and the big musical numbers, of which 
there are many, were sent across the 
fcotlights with a full-throated confi- 
dence that realized the best results. A 
capable stage direction, the result of 
having Edward P. Temple as drillmas- 
ter, was in pleasing evidence at all mo- 
ments, and the orchestra, conducted by 
Frank Mandeville, did especially good 
work.

Amelia Bingham Receives 
Hearty Welcome at Opening 
‘of Garden Engagement. 


Without waiting for the triumph of 
the play or player, the toyal following 
of Amelia Bingham gave an unmis- 
takable demonstration of the triumph 
of an actress over a St. Louts audience 
at Suburban Garden Sunday evening. 
Whether or not the play justified the 
demonstration, the audience applauded 
each little line and movement:of this 
garden favorite, until at the close of the 
second act the annual Amelia Bingham 
reception took place. Roses and carna- 
tions were sent across the footlights 
and in response to repeated calls Miss 
Bingham made a neat, little speech ex- 
pressing her pleasure at ‘‘coming home.”

Julia Morton made the best 
impression of the season, so far, as the 
conspiring princess, who would occupy 
the throne.

There is little to the 
leading male role and he got no more 
out of it than did Robert Vaughn out 
of the Lieut.

The 
rest of the cast helped as is needed in 
getting a royal Russian play across the 
footlights to an American summer gar- 
den audience. Just how difficult that 
task is, none seem to know better than 
the players themselves.

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THAT STEEL MERGER. 

At the first sessfon of the Stanley Committee 
of the House in the investigation of the Steel 
Trust, John W. Gates, who was one of the lead- 
ing members of a syndicate controlling the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co., described how the Steel 
Trust secured possession of that company during 
the Roosevelt panic of 1907. His account of the 
circumstances leading up to the sale is directly at 
variance with that published by Mr. Roosevelt 
in self-justification while President. 

Mr. Gates testified that the sale of the Ten- 
nessee corporation was “a forced sale.” He ridi- 
culed the idea that it applied to the Stee] Trust 
to take over its property to avert a panic and 
save the country. The Trust Company of 
America had several millions of loans on Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron stock. Negotiations were 
opened, Mr. Gates said, by the merger of Steel 
Trust interests, to absorb the Tennessee com- 
pany by acquiring the syndicate’s stock. After 
dickering over the price to be paid for the syndi- 
cate’s shares, it was agreed, at Mr. Gates’ in- 
stance, that the minority stockholders should 
also be taken care of, and the Steel Trust paid 
for the Tennessee stock at figures 80 points be- 
low what it had previously offered in Steel Trust 
second mortgage bonds. “Not a dollar changed 
hands,” said Mr. Gates. “It was merely a shift- 
ing, a checking of securities.” 

During the presidential campaign of 1908, in 
his letter of Sept. 27, replying to Mr. Bryan, Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote of the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee company by the Steel Trust: 

I was cognizant of the entire transaction. 

It was not entered into by the Steel corpora- 

tion of its own desire, but solely at the 

urgent request of the corporation purchased 
and of the Dig banks holding that corpora- 
tion’s securities, in order to enable them to 
prevent a crash, which would have turned 
the panic of last fall into the most wide- 
spread disaster. I should indeed have been 
derelict in my duty if I had not acted and 
efficiently. used all the power of the Goveyn- 
ment where it could be legally and efficient- 
ly used (as it was in this case) to see that 
the panic was kept within the smallest ‘pos- 
sible radius and the damage caused as slight 

as possible. : . 

On January 4, 1909, the Senate. adopted the 
Culberson resolution calling on Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bonaparte:-to state why he had not brought 
suit against the Steel Trust because of its 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. 
He inclosed a copy of his letter to Attorney- 
General Bonaparte dated Nov, 4, 1907, in which 
he said that Judge BH. H. Gary and H. C. Frick 
had just called on him “on behalf of the Steel 
corporation.” “Application has been urgently 
made,” wrote Mr. Roosevelt, “to the Steel cor- 
poration to purchase the majority of the stock 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron, which was 
aMmong the assets of ‘“a certain business firm 
- name of which I have been told, but which 
is of real importance in New York business cir- 
tles which will undoubtedly fail if not given.’” 
Judge Gary and Mr. Frick informed me that 
as @ mere business transaction they do not 
care to purchase the stock; that under ordi- 
nary circumstances they would not consider 
purchasing the stock because but little benefit 
will come to the Steel corporation from the 
purchase; that they are aware that the pur- 
chase will be used as a handle for attack on 
them, on the ground that they are striving to 
secure a monopoly of the business to prevent 
competition—not that this would represent 
what could honestly be said, but what might 
recklessly and untruthfully be said. * * * 

I answered that while, of course, I could not 
advise them to take this action proposed, I 
feel it no public duty of mine to interpose any 
objection. 

Mr. Roosevelt interposed no objection. As 
President of the United States he privately 
licensed the Stee] Trust to absorb the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co. which had immense holdings 
of high grade ore, under the pretext that it was 
averting a panic and saving the country, and 
from that time he sedulously circulated that 
version of the transaction. May it not have 
been that at the time of the merger emissaries 
called at the White House and secured his con- 
sent to “bargain sale” of Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Co. he was inspired by the lofty charity 
as when in another letter he wrote to Attorney- 
General Bonaparte, asking “whether we can af- 
ford to throw away the great influence of ‘the 
Morgan interests which have been so friendly 
to us?” 

How does Mr. Roosevelt reconcile his own 
statements in regard to the merger with Mr. 
Gates’ sworn testimony before the House Com- 
mittee? Or will he try to reconcile them 
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The Kiel management has made mistakes, but 
our Republican friends may rest assured that a 
reversion to Howe management would be a leap 
from the frying pan.

Thomas B. Harvey, who was appointed special 

prosecutor by Judge Taylor, reported yester- 

day to the Court that, as a matter of fact, 
there was such an understanding. -He found 
that in accordance with such understanding 

Garen had restored $12,500 of the embezzled 

money. 

You evidently misread my report. The state- 
ment in regard to Garen’s restitution of the money 
was, that when he entered his plea of guilty last 
February, he stated to the Court that when he 
made such restitution his understanding was that 
he would obtain a parole. Garen did not then 
state, nor do I now know, the cause or reason 
for his understanding that the restitution of the 
money would enable him to secure a parole. 
Whether it resulted from assurances by his at- 
torneys, or by any of the prosécuting witnesses, 
or by others, I do not know. 

The onhy statement in my report regarding any 
‘understanding or agreement between Circuit At- 
torney Jones and Garen was that on the occa- 
sion of Garen entering his plea of guilty, the 
Circuit Attorney agreed that if he entered such 
plea he would recommend his parole. 

In order that the true facts regarding the case 
may be known and that the injustice done the 
Circult Attorney by your aforesaid editorial may 
be corrected, I hope that you will see fit to give 
this communication a place in your columns.

Western Canada is settled by American far- 
mers that are entitled to honest and fair treat- 
ment. To clear wheat at Minneapolis instead of 
Montreal will not rob an American farmer of 
anything and will give a broad merchandise mar- 
cities. r 

To have a reputable. newspaper write the far- 
mers are being pauperized when wheat is nearly 
$1 a bushel, corn 55 cents, oats 35 cents and hogs 
$6, is ridiculous. A broad market given by open- 
ing Canada will make. unreasonable bulges and 
corners a harder proposition. But the farmer rarely 
profits by temporary advantages in the market. 

The best wheat, barley: and oats on this Con- 
tinent are raised in Canada. Corn is out of the 
question. This Government has pledged itself to 
protect industries, but it is not protecting land 
values that are absurd or farm methods that see 
peorer yields each year both in quantity and 
qualtty.

Replying ‘to “Admirer’s” inquiry in Monday's 
issue as to whether a flat in St. Louis is a profit- 
able investment, will give him (or her) the bene- 
fit of my 10 years”™experience in this line. 

The investment will be a profitable one if ordi- 
nary judgment and care are used in: the purchase 
and handling of it. 

First select a well-constructed building in a 
good, clean neighborhood, with good car service 
and not too far out. A double three-room with 
bath, or single or double four and five-room, with 
bath, furnace, etc., will prove the best renters 
year in and year out. Provide fixtures and screens 
and keep the property in good repair and have 
repairs made by competent workmen. Avold chéap 
‘Jack at all trades.” Maintain a reasonable rent, 
but do not hold out for the “last nickel.” A steady 
income of a few dollars less per year is more 
profitable tham holding vacant for a higher rental. 
Be careful in selecting a tenant. Avoid “floaters” 
and chronic kickers. Meet a désirable tenant half 
way in any reasonable proposition, but do not 
allow hiin-to impose on you. Give decided an- 
swers, whether yes or no. Do not make promises 
you do not intend to keep. Require prompt pay- 
ment of rent and care of property. 
A property encumbered for about half its value 
at & per cent interest. will yield the largest re- 
turn on the investment and still be absolutely 
safe. 

A double three-room flat, with bath, should 
figure about as follows: Price, $7000: deed of 
trust at 5 per cent, $4000; investment, $3000; rents 
$16 per flat, per yéar, $768; interest on deed of 
trust, $200; taxes’ about $80; water license, $28; 
insurance, $9; repairs, 10 per cent of rents, $76; 
total, $393; net income, $375, or 12% per cent. 

Of course, this rate will vary some, more or less, 
depending on conditions, but it is a fair-average. 
If you have not the time to give to looking 
after the rentals, repairs, etc, or are not accus- 
tomed to handling tenants, turn ft over to some.

This is the center of the fruit 
belt of Missouri, but none is shipped 
to St. Louis.

Up, St. Louis!” it says in part: 

‘We have shipped thousands of cars 
of peaches and apples from here, none 
of which has ever been sent to St. 
Louis. The egg and poultry business 
of West Plains amounts to over $300,- 
000 a year, and no case of eggs or 
coop of chickens goes to St. Louis. 
Out of the hundreds of cars of cattle 
and hogs, about 20 per cent is shipped 
to St. Louis, The greatest pine for- 
ests and the largest sawmills, in the 
State are located in this vast terri- 
tory tributary to St. ‘Louis, and not 
a board from the mills has ever gone 
to St. Louis. In this country there 
is untold water power that will run 


light almost the entire world with 
electricity, beautiful scenery, springs 
and rivers of the clearest water in 
the world, fishing and hunting, high 
altitude, vast deposits of zinc, iron 
and lead that would be shipped to 


St. Louis smelters.

EL PASO, Tex., May 29.—Revelations 
of an alleged plot to start another revo- 
lution, in Mexico after overthrowing the 
leadership of Francisco I. Madero Jr. 
and preven his Journey to Mexico 
City hayé ated intense excitement 
throughout the insurrecte army. 

That Madero had been advised of cer- 
tain facts not generally known is be- 
lHeved by some to explain the delay m 
his departure for the capital to consult 
with President de la Barra concerning 
the pressing problema connected with 
the reorganization of the Government, 
although Senor Madero himself declared 
he postponed his trip merely to await 
the installation of the provisional gov- 
ernors. 

The plot which has resulted tn the ar- 
rést of Daniel de Villiers of Mexico City 
at El Paso and of W. F. Dunn, an 
American, at Monterey, is said to in- 
clude thrée insurrecto chiefs operating 
in the State of Coahuila. A telegram 
from Monterey says that Dunn, on Ma- 
dero’s orders, has been placed incom- 
munfcado for 72 hours. De Vililers 
is held in the El Paso jail 
on charges of “conspffacy to mur- 
der Francisco I. Madero Jr.” 

Viljoen Exposes Piot. 
According to Gen. Benjamin Viljoen, 
the Boer veteran, who is Madero’s chief 
military adviser, the scheme was 
that Viljoen and Gen. Orozca were 
to desert Madero and start a new rev- 
olutionary movement which would be 
joined by certain insurrecto leaders now 
in the field, together with a Federal 
general known to be friefdly to the 
“Clentifico” party. 

It was reported to him, Gen. Viljoen 
asserts, that great quantities of arms 
and ammunition were stored in the 
mines of Coahuila in anticipation of the 
new outbreak, and that success was as- 
sured, ag ‘“‘Madero would never reach 
Mexico City.” 

Behind the arrest of the two alleged 
conspirators last.night is the story ef 
several weeks of conferences and the 
exchange of many telegrams. Soon 
after the battle of Juarez, Gen. Viljoen 
received a telegram from Mexico City 
declaring that “the government wants 
to make a prvposition.”” The telegram 
was signed ‘‘Villiers.’”’ Madero was in- 
formed of the telegrams, and it was 
decided to give every encouragement to 
those behind the overtures. Viljoen ac- 
cordingly sent a reply staffing that he 
“was open to receive propositions,” 
This was followed by a telegram from 
De Villiers instructing Viljoen ‘to 
watch the rebel chief, note by which 
road he comes and when he leaves.

Dunn, who was one of the pair, Vill- 
joen asserts, translated to them a cipher 
message, which read: ‘“‘Last message at 
hand. Rosen working fast for change 
of Federal city. Do not worry about 
financial end, of which will take care. 
Would advise .direct action Diaz at 
early time. Be very careful slip. Con- 
tinue advising, and act as you think 
best. Mexico City man says agent 
Figuero brothers coming you from 
South. ADOLFO.” 
The message, it was explained, came 
from the agent of the ‘conspiracy at 
Mexico City. .The reference to Diaz was 
not explained by Gen. Villjoen. 

Detective Follows Dunn. 
Agreement having been reached with 
Villjoen and Orozco, Dunn started for 
Mexico City, followed by a private de- 
tective, with instructions to arrest him 
on Mexican soil. The arrest was made 
it Monterey last night. Telegrams from 
there last night declared “that impor- 
tunt. papers’’ had been found on the 
prisoner. 

According to Gen. Villjoen, a third al- 
lesed conspirator was to have been ar- 
rested at Mexico City, but sufficient 
evidence could not be obtained.
